The art of engraved pictures dates its 
romantic origin to the chamber of a 
Florentine goldsmith, Maso Flniguerra, 
In the fifteenth century, about the time 
that Gutenberg was struggling with 
his printing from movable tvpeg. Be­ 
fore that day pictures were drawn or 
painted by band. 
Fini^uerra was a 
celebrated wnrker in metals, and, being 
commissioned to make a pax of gold 
engraved with a coronation of tbe Vir­ 
gin. he sought to test his design by 
filling In the lines with a preparation 
of oil and lampblack, which threw the 
picture into relief. B y chance the face 
was laid face downward on a piece of 
damp linen, and when taken up it was 
discovered that the picture was printed.

, impressed by the same plate and the 
good news that the art of printing pic­ 
tures was bom spread like wildfire 
throughout Europe.

vertigo aud palsy, besides being sup­ 
posed to heal wounds and mortifica­ 
tions. Mummy cost 5s. 4d. a pound, or 
$1.28 in our money, and wms a recog- I 
nized staple of commerce, but, being so 
expensive, an artificial substitute was l 
invented which is described by Crollius f 
in his “ Royal Chemist” as calling for j 
“ the carcass of a young man, some say ! 
red headed, not dying of disease, but : 
killed.” 
It is probable that this ghast­ 
ly recipe wms responsible for many of 
the mysterious disappearances common 
in those thrilling days.

Growing pains may be due to rheuma­ 
tism, which, If not detected a nd co r­ 
rectly treated, may lead to disea se 
of the heart. 
A less serious trouble, but one de­ 
manding medical treatment, which may 
cau se nn aching In the limbs, is ma­ 
laria. This Is a dangerous diagnosis, for 
if incorrect it may be as seriows in its 
consequences as that of growing pains, 
and even If the child lias had au unmis­ 
takable attack of malaria the parent 
should not be content with that expla­ 
nation of its aches and pains, but 
should refer the matter to the doctor. 
It should always be remembered tha t 
growth is a normal process and should
